The District of Columbia Medical Society is planning a 
continuing series of color television documentaries on air 
pollution in cooperation with The George Washington University 
Airlie Center and WRC-TV. The first of the series, entitled 
"Beware The Wind," will be premiered soon. 

This project is a continuation of the joint endeavor in 
information which the D.C. Society produces with the GWU Airlie 
Center to increase public awareness of major problems in medi¬ 
cine.

His previous government experience 
includes seven years as director of the Public Information Division 
in the U. S. Zone of West Germany, and three years as director of 
the publications staff of the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, of the 
U. S. Commerce Department. 

He was also a correspondent for the United Press in the 
Middle East for several years, and a newspaper man and editor 
in New York City.

This will be the first public showing in the District of 
Columbia of the exotic color films done with sound and music.

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Lewis Cotlow has made 12 major expeditions, traveling 
extensively in New Guinea, the High Artie, Equatorial Africa, 
and the Upper Amazon and Mato Grosso. His main objective has 
been to study and film the most primitive tribes of these remote 
parts of the world before the inroads of civilization change their 
ways of life. Little, Brown, and Company has just published 
Lewis Cotlow's autobiography, In Search of the Primitive . 

The two films to be shown on April 28 are "Stone Age New Guinea" 
and "High Arctic". In the firsviewers will see the Mud Men of 
Goroka, the Pygmies of the Aiome Mountains, warriors in headdresses 
made from Bird of Paradise Plumes, and the statuesque oarswomen of 
the Sepik River. The second, "High Arctic"., shows the life of the 
northernmost Eskimos on Ellesmere Island, in the Canadian North¬ 
west Territory, 3000 miles north of the United States. Mr. Cotlow 
lived three months among the Eskimos and this film will show 
scenes of family life and the struggle for survival in the far 
north. Hunting sequences will portray the strength of the Polar 
bear, the cunning of the seal, and the might of the walrus.

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GEORGE WASHINGTON URBAN 

PLANNING PROGRAM STUDIES D. C. 

The burgeoning problems of America's urban centers are now 

being tackled by students in a new graduate program at The 

George Washington University. 

Public administrators, lawyers, economists, architects, 

sociologists, engineers and geographers alike now work side-by- 

side as students in GWU classrooms, studying the city around 

them and preparing themselves to attack its problems. 

They are pursuing graduate degrees in Urban and Regional 

Planning in a program offered this year for the first time by GWU. 

George Washington is the second area university to establish 

such a program. A similar program is offered at Catholic University. 

GWU's two-year program emphasizes a multidisciplinary approach 

to urban planning. 

Program director, Dr. Julian Kulski, professor of urban 

planning at George Washington, explains that the complexities 

of urban and regional development require an undergraduate 

education in a particular field combined with specialized 

-more- 
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graduate instruction in urban and regional planning. Such an 
education, he says, prepares a student to attack urban problems 
professionally and in depth. 

Aside from GWU students, others from American, Howard, and 
Georgetown Universities also participate in the program through 
the Consortium of Universities. 

Each fall, the entire second year class in planning from 
the Virginia Polytechnic Institute in Blacksburg, Va., also takes 
part in the program to gain first hand knowledge of the urban 
situation. 

The first year of the GWU program consists of instruction 
in the basic principles of urban and regional planning. The 
second year allows the student to develop his knowledge of a 
particular planning area. 

For example, a lawyer may study the problems involved in 
developing new legislation which would be of particular benefit 
to cities. 

An engineer, on the other hand, may pursue studies in the 
design of high speed transportation systems or of modern public 
utilities systems. 

Aside from their classroom studies, students are required 
to work for three months as interns with a local planning agency. 
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Participating agencies include the Redevelopment Land Agency, 
the National Capital Planning Commission, the new Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, the National Capital Downtown 
Committee, Inc., and the Maryland Park and Planning Commission, 
among others. 

Faculty consists of professors from the program as well as 
other GWU schools and departments, and working experts from local 
and regional planning groups. 

The Washington Metropolitan area is the laboratory for 
students in the program. 

But Dr. Kulski does not feel that the resources being 
developed in that laboratory are being fully utilized. 

This is due in large part to the absence of a central planning 
agency for the metropolitan Washington area. 

"There are many official and semi-official planning agencies 
at work in the area, but there is no one which has overall 
responsibility for an organized approach to the problems which now 
exist here and which will continue to multiply," he notes. 

Dr. Kulski proposes the creation of the office of Urban 
Development Coordinator responsible for the activities of such 
planning agencies as the National Capital Planning Commission, 
the Redevelopment Land Agency, the National Capital Housing 
Authority, and the National Capital Transportation Agency. 
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George Washington University has initiated a number of 
research programs in the planning area on its own. 

Included among them is a D. C. downtown urban renewal project. 
The project is designed to develop a workable program and a 
suggested design for the redevelopment of the central core of 
Washington. 

Another recently-completed project studied the planned 
community of Reston, Va. The results of that research, which 
are soon to be published, will analyze the contributions and 
problems of such communities, and will provided guidelines for 
future similar developments in the Washington area. 

Other studies now underway deal with urban renewal housing; 
combatting pollution of the Potomac; family attitudes in urban 
renewal areas; the evolution of the Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments; D. C. zoning regulations; and intergovern¬ 
mental relationships in the areas of public utilities, housing 
and transportation. 

The Program of Graduate Study in Urban and Regional Planning 
will be closely allied with George Washington's newly-created 
Office of Advanced Policy Studies. 

It underscores the belief of GWU President Lloyd H. Elliott 
that today's universities must become centers where the complex 
problems facing society can be analyzed in a multidisciplinary 
setting. 
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GWU TO CONDUCT SPECIAL 
COURSE IN ARCTIC GEOGRAPHY 


A special course on the Geography of the Arctic Regions will 
be presented by The George Washington University in cooperation with 
the Arctic Institute of North America beginning in late January. 

The 15-week, three credit-hour course will be conducted on 
Monday evenings from 8 to 10:30 p.m. at the Arctic Institute's Wash¬ 
ington office at 1619 New Hampshire Ave., N.W. beginning Jan. 30th. 

Administered through the GWU College of General Studies, the 
course will be directed by Dr. John C. Reed, executive director of 
the Arctic Institute. Tuition is $120, and enrollment will be lim¬ 
ited to 25 students. 

The importance of the Arctic regions is often overlooked by 
those who think of the world in a more conventional perspective. In 
reality, the area occupies a very central position in the world com¬ 
munity . 

The GWU course is designed not only to present a solid informa¬ 
tion base about the Arctic, but should be of particular benefit to 
those who are directly concerned in planning, reviewing, administer¬ 
ing, or budgeting activities in the far north.

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GEORGE WASHINGTON TRUSTEES APPROVE 

RECORD BUDGET: RAISE FACULTY SALARIES 

George Washington University trustees today adopted a budget 
in excess of $42 million for the 1967-68 fiscal year, about $4 
million above the present budget. 

Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott, president of George Washington, said 
the new budget "signifies a general strengthening of the 
university's academic posture." 

The budget provides for faculty salary increases that will 
bring instructors, assistant professors, and associate professors 
to the "A" level of the salary scale of the American Association 
of University Professors. Salaries for full professors will rise 
to the "B" level. 

The "A" scale is the top salary level nationally for college 
and university professors. GWU announced its intention last year 
to attain the "A" scale for all faculty ranks by 1971. 


20006 
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At the time of that announcement only instructors at George 
Washington were at the "A" level. Associate and assistant 
professors were at tHe "B" level, and fur 1 professors were at 
the "C" level. 

The new budget also provides for an increase iti tuition of 
$37.50 per semester ($75 for the academic year) for all full¬ 
time students; $3 per credit hour for part-time students; and 
$2 per credit hour for those enrolled in the university's College 
of General Studies. 

At present, tuition rates are $775 per semester for full¬ 
time students; $54 per credit hour for part-time students; and 
$40 per credit hour for students in the College of General Studies. 

The trustees also reviewed budget projections through 1970-71 
and established the minimum tuition increases necessary to help 
meet budgetary goals. 

The projected tuition increases are: 1968-69 - $75 a year; 
1969-70 - $100 a year; and 1970-71 - $100 a year. 

Other budgetary items provided: 

-- funds for the reorganization of the Graduate Council into 
the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences. The new school will 
begin operation on July 1, 1967, and will administer all programs 
leading to master's and doctoral degrees except for those in the 
clearly professional areas. 

-- $100,000 of new funds to increase library services and 


resources at the university.

Dr. Elliott noted that "since the university's continued 
objective must be the improvement of the quality of its current

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FIVE-YEAR DEVELOPMENT PLAN 

APPROVED BY GWU TRUSTEES 

Trustees of The George Washington University today approved 
a five-year development program designed to increase the 
university's assets by nearly $90 million by 1972. 

To be known as "A Program For Greatness," the five-year 
goals include the financing of more than $65 million in new 
physical facilities, tripling the university's endowment, and 
a stepup in the search for unrestricted funds. 

The new physical facilities would be financed through 
private and governmental grants and loans. They include a 
$35 million medical center, a $6 million university library, 
an $8 million recreation-physical education building, and a 
$2 million art center. 

Other new buildings, announced previously but included in 
the five-year program, are a $1.7 million law library (under 

construction), an $8 million university center, and a $4.5 
million classroom building. -more- 
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The new medical center will be built near the George 
Washington University Hospital, located on 23rd Street at 
Washington Circle in northwest Washington. The GWU School 
of Medicine is presently located off the campus at 1331 H 
Street, N.W. 

E. K. Morris, chairman of the GWU Board of Trustees, said 
that funding for the projects would be sought in stages through¬ 
out the five-year period. 

"By their action," Mr. Morris said, "the trustees have 
committed the university to a continuing effort to seek the 
necessary financial support from every possible source. We 
see through the success of these efforts great benefits to be 
gained by the city of Washington and the nation as well as by 
the university." 

The new development program will require the university to 
raise $88,450,000 which would be divided into three basic 
categories: Physical facilities - $65.2 million; endowment 

$20,750,000; and expendable funds - $2.5 million. 

Federal grants and loans and private loans are expected 
to provide more than $34 million of the required funds. Approx¬ 
imately $55 million will be sought from gifts and bequests. 

With the anticipated increase in endowment funds, the 
university plans to create five endowed faculty chairs ($3 
million), 15 endowed professorships ($3 million) and 20 
teaching fellowships ($2.5 million). -more-

Also, a Faculty Research Fund will be established using 
$1.25 million of the anticipated funds, a $2.5 million fund 
for library materials would be created, and the university's 
student aid program would be increased by $3.5 million. 

Another $5 million would be added to the general endowment 
funds. 

Finally, during the next five years, the University will 
strive to increase unrestricted annual support to an average 
of $500,000 a year from alumni and friends. 

The 1965-66 annual support total was $305,283.

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BURNS APPOINTED DEAN 

OF NEW GWU SCHOOL 

Dr. Arthur E. Burns, dean of the Graduate Council at George 
Washington University since 1957, has been appointed dean of the 
university's new Graduate School of Arts and Sciences. 

GWU trustees, meeting today (January 19), approved the 
appointment which will be effective immediately, even though the 
new school will not begin operation until July 1. 

The Graduate School of Arts and Sciences is the outgrowth of 
a merger of the GWU Graduate Council and the graduate division of 
the Columbian College of Arts and Sciences. Trustees approved the 
merger in October, 1966, in order to centralize the administration 
of graduate work at George Washington. 

The new school will administer all programs leading to master's 
and doctoral degrees except those in the clearly professional areas. 

Dean Burns has been associated with George Washington since 
1933 when he was a Sanders Fellow in Economics working toward his 
Ph.D. He bacame an instructor in economics in 1934 and progressed 
to the academic rank of full professor in 1945. 
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Administratively, he has held a number of important posts 
with the university. He was appointed assistant dean of the 
School of Government in 1945; was made acting dean of that school 
in 1946; and was named dean in 1949. 

He remained in that position until 1957 when he was appointed 
dean and chairman of the Graduate Council, the administrative unit 
which administered the Doctor of Philosophy program at GWU. 

Dean Burns has been active as an economics consultant for 
many years. He was a consultant to the International Cooperation 
Administration from 1953-57; to the White House staff from 1957-60 
to the U. S.-Puerto Rico Status Commission from 1965-66; and to 
the Renegotiation Board since 1961. 

He has co-authored two books-- Modern Economics and Government 
Spending and Economic Expansion --and has written numerous articles 
monographs and reviews in the economics field. 

Dr. Burns is a member of the American Economic Association, 
the Cosmos Club, and is a fellow in the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. 
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G. W. U. BOARD ADOPTS 
POLICY ON NAMING BUILDINGS 

The significance of the Washington area in the field of 
American thought and culture will be emphasized at The George 
Washington University as the result of a Board of Trustees 
action in naming university buildings. 

The Board, at its meeting today, January 19, decided that 
the university's new buildings, as well as several existing 
unnamed buildings previously identified by letters or simple 
names should be &*xaed for Individuals associated with the 
Washington area and distinguished in American thought and culture. 

Seven buildings were given names by the trustees. 

The university office building now under construction at 

21st and Pennsylvania Avenue, N f W., will be called the Joseph 

Henry Building. Henry was the first Secretary of the Smithsonian 

Institution and served as a trustee of the Columbian College, 

now The George Washington University. He was also an original 

member of the National Academy of Sciences and president of the 
Academy from 1868 to his death in 1878. -more- 
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The women's residence hall at 19th and F Sts., N.W. will 
be know as Mabel Nelson Thurston Hall. Miss Thurston was the 
first woman graduate of Columbian College. She received her 
Bachelor of Arts degree in 1891 and her Master of Arts in 1093, 

She was a director of the Y. W. C. A., writer of a weekly column 
for "Youth's Companion", and author of several devotional works 
which were translated into many languages. 

The men's residence hall at 514 - 19th St., N.W. will be 
called William L. Mitchell Hall. General "Billy" Mitchell, 
pioneer aviator, received his Bachelor of Arts degree from 
the University in 1899. A military drill field located on the 
university grounds was dedicated to him in 1953. 

The administration building, now under construction at 
2121 Eye St., N.W., will be Luther Rice Hall. Rice, a 
clergyman, was the individual most responsible for the founding 
of Columbian College in 1821, now The George Washington University. 

Building C at 2029 G St., N.W. will become Alexander Graham 
Bell Hall. Bell, inventor of the telephone, received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws from the university in 1913. 

He served as a regent of the Smithsonian Institution and was a 
resident of Washington, as are his descendants, members of the 
Grosvenor family. Alexander Graham Bell Hall will house 
biological sciences and geology.

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Building D at 2013 G Street, N.W. will become Gilbert 
Stuart Hall. Stuart, considered the greatest American painter 
of his day, painted George Washington from life three times. 

He had a studio on Pennsylvania Ave. near 6th St., N.W. 

Gilbert Stuart Hall will house the departments of history, 
English^,, and art. The university collection includes a full- 
length portrait of George Washington by Stuart. 

The Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies building at 702 - 
19th St., N.W. will be named Matthew Fontaine Maury Hall. 
Maury, the great oceanographer, lived directly across the 
street from the building at 19th and G Sts., N.W., the present 
site of the International Monetary Fund buildings.

In his book. Professor Manne defends insider trading as 
essential to the concept of a free and open market. He urges the 
Securities and Exchange Commission to make a thorough investigation 
of insider trading before raising any more strictures against it.

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He argues that insider trading is a positive good, does not 
injure stockholders, and provides the best method of compensating 
creative entrepreneurial skills and maintaining a free and dynamic 
economy.

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GWU PROFESSOR PREBICTS SURGE IN 

NATIONAL WEALTH IN NEXT DECADE 

A tremendous surge in national wealth during the next decade 
has been forecast by Dr. John W. Kendrick, professor of economics 
at The George Washington University. 

Dr. Kendrick makes this prediction in the lead article of a 
two-month exploration of wealth in the January and February 1967 
issues of Finance magazine. 

According to his estimates, U. S. wealth has increased from 
$928 billion in 1948 to a whopping $2.5 trillion at the close of 
1966. That's approximately $12,500 for every man, woman and child 
in the U. S. In the next 10 years, he anticipates a further increase 
to roughly $3.5 trillion (at 1966 prices). 

Of current U. S. wealth, nearly two-thirds (64%) is owned 
by private citizens. Another one-third (34%) is owned by American 
businesses, including farmers, and governments own about 2%. 

Actually governments own 14% of tangible assets, but much of this 
is offset by the public debt.

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Digging into the implication of our surging wealth. Dr* Kendrick 
says the increase in business capital will be necessary to spur a 
rise in the Gross National Product and the accompanying rise in 
the American standard of living. He also points out that wider 
Government investment should promote the productivity of the business 
economy and contribute directly to better living. 

The wealth boom, he writes, will mean bigger markets of all 
kinds, including a strong growth in the business of financial 
intermediaries. 

He expects financial claims to expand by an average of almost 
$200-billion per year over the decade and says much of the rise 
will represent new bank lending, the issue of additional short-term 
and long-term debt obligations and the increase in underlying 
equities, partially reflected in the issue of new shares of stock. 

Ho says the volume of existing securities will be growing by more 
than 67o a year. 

In 1963-64 Dr. Kendrick directed some 200 scholars and other 
specialists at George Washington in a study of the means of measuring 
national wealth. 

The FINANCE articles constitute the first occasion that the 
subject has been extensively covered in print.
